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RULE 5.2. PARENT EDUCATION AND FAMILY STABILIZATION COURSE

a. Course Mandatory

All parties in a suit affecting the parent-child relationship, including an action to
modify an order in a suit affecting the parent-child relationship, shall attend and
complete a parent education and family stabilization course approved by the court
in which the suit is pending. Except as provided herein, the provisions governing a
parent education and family stabilization course in Section 105.009, Texas Family
Code, as amended, shall apply.

b. Waiver of Course

For good cause shown, after notice and hearing, the court may waive the
requirement of a course. If a party claims an inability to afford to take a course,
and the court finds the claim is meritorious, the court may order that party to attend
and complete a course that is offered on a sliding scale fee or without charge, if a
course of that type is available.

c. Deadline for Completion

Each party shall complete the course prior to a final hearing on the merits of the
case.

d. Verification of Attendance

Each party completing the course shall file a certificate of combletion with the court
within thirty (30) days of completion of the course, or at the time of that party’s next
court appearance, whichever is sooner.

e. Sanctions

If a party fails to attend and complete the course, the court may make such orders
with regard to the failure as are just, including holding the party in contempt of
court, striking pleadings, or invoking any sanction provided by Rule 215, Texas
Rules of Civil Procedure, as amended.
